■5-6_cm longis apice oblique fissis. Capitula subglobosa vel subconica, 4-5 
mm in diametro, dense albo-puberula ; bracteae involucrantes oblongae, apice 
xotundato-truncatae, glabratae, 2 mm longae, 1mm latae. Receptaculum 
glabrum. Bracteae fl. $ et £ subsimiles, obovato-oblongae, apice acumi- 
natae, 2 mm longae, apicem dorso puberulae. Flores $ : sepala 2 mm longa, 
olivaceo-atrata, spathacea, antice fissa, apice trilobulata, lobulis oblongo-

This species resembles Eriocaulon viride Koernicke, but is distinguish¬ 
able from it in having much slender and longer peduncles, broader in- 
volucral bracts, and male calyces with linear lobules. 
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
